CHAP. I. 
The INTRO DUETION. 


_ ILLIAM PENN Entituleth his 
e Pamphlet, ' The Foundation ſhaken ; 
* which however he termeth a Sandy 


Foxndation, he acknowledgeth to be, 
at leaſt, our Foundation : In the beginning of his 
Epiſtle to the Reader, he doth inveigh againſt Hu- 
man Tradition ; amongſt which he numbreth not 
only thoſe things which are Circamſtantial, but 
alſo thoſe Dodrines which Proteſtants generally 
believe to be Eſſential : And at the latter end uf 
his Epiſtle he confeſſeth, the DoQtrines of the Tri- 
aity, Satisfation,and Fuſtification by imputed Righte= 
exſneſs, to be cardinal Points, and chief Doctrines, 
firmly believed as Articles of Chriſtian Faith, which 
he telleth us he hath endeavoured the total ener- 
vation of. It is plain then, that this man firiketh 
at the Root, and laboureth to overthrow the 
Foundation of Chriſtianity, as we have buiit upon 
it, that he might overthrow the faith of weak and 
unettabliſhed Chriſtians : But the Foundation of God 
ſtandeth ſure ; the great Fundamental Truths con- 
cerning our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, his Godhead being 
the ſecond Perſon of the Trinity, equal with the 
Father 3 his Satisfaction which he made to God's 
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Juſtice for Man's fin 3 and Juſtification by his im- 
puted Righteouſnels ; are like a Rock which can- 
not be moved; againſt which, what ever waves do 
ariſe and beat, for removal of,though the noiſe and 
clamors be great, yet the attempts will be in vain; 
the Rock remaineth where it was, and the waves 
of oppoſition are broken to pieces. It is poflible 
indeed that the Faith of ſome may ſuffer ſhipwrack 
by ſuch affaults, becauſe, they were never well- 
grounded, faſtned and fixed in the Principles of 
Religion 3 becauſe, they never received the truths 
of the Word either with true ſaving Faith, or true 


fincere Love; and therefore, the Loxd hath # 


threatned to give ſuch up unto ſtrong deluſions to believe 
8 lie, that they might be damzned, 2 Theſ. 2.10,1 1,12. 
Theſe are the perſons who hear Chriſt's Word,and 


- do not practice accordingly 3 therefore, our Savi- 


our compareth them to them that build their bouſe 

on the ſand, upon which the rain deſcendeth, and the 

ods come, and the winds blow and beat,and it falleth, 
and the fall therefore is great, Mat. 7. 26, 27. This 
is the Sandy Fonndztion which FF. P. and the ©1a- 
kers miay ſhake, and overthrow, and be inſtru- 
mental to pull down into the ſame ruine and de- 
firuction with themſelves: But ſuch who have 
built upon the Lord Jeſus Chrft, who is the only 
truc Foundation,1 Cor.3.11. Such who have built in- 
deed pon the Foundation of the Prophets and Apoſtles, 
whereof FeſwChriſt bimſelf is the chief Corner-flone, Eph. 
2.20. They have built upon the Rock,(upon which 
whoſoever ſtumbleth and falleth, will be broken to 
pieces but upon which, whoſoever buildeth, is 
iafe) therefore are not toſſed to and fro with every 
wind of doctrine ; neither is it poſſible (becauſe of 
Chriſt's care and undertaking for them) that they

ſhould be overthrown by any of the blaſts of Satan, 
or any of his inſtruments, Mat. 24. 24. If it were 
poſſible they ſhall deceive the very EleF. The Quakers, 
however, ſome of them, and thoſe of the chictcſi 
and Ring-leaders, have at ſometimes let fall from 
their Black-mouth moſt hideons Blaſphemies, and 
vented moſt damnably-heretical Dofcrines : as 
for inſtance, George Fox politively affirmed thus, 
I am equalwith God, ;this was depoſed at a general 
Seſſions in Weſtmer land. F amesNayleriaid in; the hear- 
ing of Mr. Baldwin, a man of eminent truſt and in- 
tegrity, That be did witneſs, that be was as holy, juſt, 
and good, as God. In the ©nakers book called, Saul's 
Errand to Damaſcus, it is aflerted, That there is no 


_ diftiaion of Perſons in the Godhead, Nayler and 0- 


thers have ſpoken to this effect, That whoſoever ex- 
pets to be ſaved by him that died at Jeruſalem, ſhall be 
deceived, T might mention many other ſuch Blaſ- 
phemies acd Hereſfies 3 See The perfeft Phariſee, by 
the Newcaſtle Miniſters at the beginning. I fay, 
though the ®Dxakers have ſometimes ſpoken out 
their Blaſphcmies and corrupt Doctrines, yet for 
the moſt part they are ſo ſubtle, that they do nor 
ſuffer the inward ſhape of their mind to appear o- 
plainly abroad , leſt every one ſhould run from 
them with loathing and abhorreacy ; and however 
the import of their words be Blaſphemy and Here- 
fie, yet #hey ſhroud their meaning under ambigu- 
ous phraſes 3 and eſpecially at their firſt aſſault and 
endeavours tO gain Profſclites and Followers, they 
cover the hook with the plealing bait of ſugred 
words and fair ſpeeches, whereby they deccive 
thoſe that are unskiltul in the word of Righteouſ- 
neſs, and in the method of their erroncous ways; 


' whence it is that many ere they are aware, and 
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not knowing whither they are going, are drawn 
into their. pernicious ways, 'by reaſon of whom 
the way of truth is evil ſpoken of. 

But IP. being himſelt a @xaker, and ſpeaking 


in their name and vindication as, himſelt telleth | 


us,pag.36.and they diſperſing his books, and calling 
tor an anſwer; and he i counted amongſt them 
one of their chief, becauſe of ſome ſmattring of 
learning which they conceit he hath, and which 
he himſelf ſcemeth to have a high conceit of 
(which how groundleſs it is, ſhall be diſcovered in 
the places where he doth attempt to ſhow ſome- 
thing ofa Scholar )doth in hisPamphlet plainlyaflert 
and ftand up for thoſe Dxeker-DoQtrines which I 
ſhall prove to be blaſphemous aud damnable Here- 
fies. And hath openly made 1t known to the World, 
that the-Quakers in thoſe three great points which 
he doth mulitate againſt and endeavour the refu- 
tation of, are Rank Socinians, who more groſly 
erre in the Fundamentals of Religion, than the 
Papiſis themſelves. And becauſe FF. P, doth take 
occaſion from the meeting with me and others in 


. diſputation (it it might be lo called, where nothing 


was diredly anſwered )to put forth his Pamphlet ; 
and becauſe he giveth but a lame and in ſomethings 
a falſe account of tranſactions; therefore,T ſhall x 
give a true and brict Narative of what paſled at the 
meeting for Conference, with anſwer to his Polt- 
{cript.2 Eſtabliſh the truths he obje&teth againſi,by 


Scripture and Argument; 3 Anſwer his Objections 1 
againſt thole truths. Laſtly, Apply my (elf |

Y firſt meeting with the ©zakers was upon 

deſire at the houſe of a friend in Houndſditch, 

in order to the preſerving of ſome who were temp- 
ted togo amongſt them 3 I met there ſeveral 

Duakers two of which were the chict ſpeakers :
